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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits that the examiner may not use 
case law to reject claims which applicant has shown an expressed criticality for. However, there is no showing of any criticality for the 
instant cooling channel arrangement. The fact that the instant arrangment gives more uniform cooling than that of the prior art is 
submitted to not rise to the level of a criticality, but rather a fact that would have been determined through routine experimentation. 
Certainly, the uniformity of the cooling would depend on mold size, temperatures used and exact thermoplastic materials used. Other than 
a brief disclosure that the instant arrangement provides for a more uniform cooling than that of the prior art, there is no evidence of record 
to indicate that the instant arrangement is critical toward achieving this uniformity. Also, it is Nishigaki that has been applied and 
determined to be the closest prior art-not the admitted prior art. There has been no comparison of the cooling in Nishigaki and that of the 
instant. 
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
